Ely trip is cancelled because of fans’ dangerous behaviour earlier in the year

THE Flying Scotsman’s trip to Ely 
next month has been cancelled - 
leaving train enthusiasts across the 
district disappointed and angry. 

Steam Dreams has been forced to 
cancel the legendary locomotive’s 
trip from London Victoria to Ely 
on May 25 following an incident in 
February when dozens of “foolish” 
enthusiasts endangered lives by 
clambering onto the tracks when 
the engine steamed through St Ne¬ 
ots. 

Its journey was halted for about 
15 minutes, costing hundreds of 
thousands of pounds due to knock- 
on delays for other trains.

Tickets for the trip sold out 
months ago, along with a Flying 
Scotsman cream tea trip from Ely 
to Norwich which was due to take 
place on the same day. 

In a letter to customers, Mar¬ 
cus Robertson, chairman of Steam 
Dreams, said: “We very much re¬ 
gret that owing to circumstances 
beyond our control we have had to 
alter our schedule with the Flying 
Scotsman on May 25. 

“I am sure you are aware that 
the Flying Scotsman’s inaugural 


trip on February 25 attracted an 
unprecedented amount of interest 
and unfortunately some of the en¬ 
thusiasm spilled over to the point 
where there was some very danger¬ 
ous trespassing incidents along the 
East Coast Main Line route from 
London Kings Cross. 

“The difficult decision has been 
taken that it is wiser to amend the 
itinerary for that day away from this 
busy, high speed stretch of railway. 

“Please accept our apologies but 
it is unfortunately the consequence 
of a few foolish individuals risking 
their lives, and other people’s en¬ 
joyment.” 


The hundreds of people who had 
bought tickets are now being of¬ 
fered seats on other Flying Scots¬ 
man trips, or a full refund. 

But ticket buyers are not happy. 
David Ballard, from Prickwillow, 
said: “Thank you to the over enthu¬ 
siastic trainspotters for ruining the 
trip I had booked to celebrate mine 
and my wife’s Golden Wedding. 

“I booked it as an extra surprise 
for my wife as she is a great steam 
train fan. Shame on the spotters for 
spoiling what should have been a 
pleasant day for a lot of people.” 

Liz Swann, from Ely, said: “My 
husband and I bought each other a 


ticket as a Christmas present in No¬ 
vember and we have been counting 
the days, anticipating this experi¬ 
ence on such an iconic engine. 

“Such a disappointment that the 
trip has been cancelled and so an¬ 
noying just because a few idiotic 
people are selfish.”

A CANNABIS farmer has been 
handed a suspended sentence after 
a police raid revealed he had a mas¬ 
sive stash of the illegal plant - and a 
shotgun without a licence. 

A team of officers uncovered the 
operation in Soham as part of a 
huge crackdown on cannabis farms 
in Cambridgeshire last year. 

As part of the action, on June 5, of¬ 
ficers executed a search warrant at 
Hodson’s Farm in Hasse Road. 

The team discovered several can¬ 
nabis plants being cultivated with a 
street value of over £150,000. 

John Dyer, 58, of Hasse Road, 
pleaded guilty to production of a 
Class B drug, possession of a shot¬ 
gun without a licence and theft. 

He was sentenced at Cambridge 
Crown Court last Friday to nine 
months in prison, suspended for 
two years, as well as 250 hours of 
unpaid work in the local commu¬ 
nity - and the gun was seized. 

Detective Constable Peter Ware 
said: “This is a very positive result. 
We have succeeded in taking a con¬ 
siderable quantity of drugs off the 
street, and there will be strong con¬ 
sequences for Dyer if he is found to 
be involved in further criminal be¬ 
haviour.”

Dyer’s set-up was not the first 
cannabis operation to be uncovered 
in Soham. 

The previous month a cannabis 
factory with a potential yield of £6 
million was discovered in the town. 

The huge operation - believed to 
be the biggest cannabis farm ever 
discovered in Cambridgeshire - was 
uncovered in a derelict industrial 
unit in Regal Drive. 

Officers forced entry and discov¬ 
ered 7,000 growing plants, as well 
as 400 drying plants and 5,000 root 
balls. 

Detective Inspector Dave Murphy 
said at the time the operation was 
on an “industrial scale”. 

In November last year, cannabis 
plants and haul of firearms were 
discovered at property in Barcham 
Road, Soham. 

Police found 12 cannabis plants 
inside a garage and a number of 
firearms, including pump-action 
shotguns and sniper rifles. 

In September 2014, a canna¬ 
bis factory was also uncovered in 
Northfield Park, Soham. 


Jamie Nunn, who was 67 at the 
time, was growing cannabis in his 
shed and in his home, and it was 
discovered when the shed caught 
fire at the home of next-door neigh¬ 
bour Stephen Webb. 

In total, 200 plants were discov¬ 
ered in Nunn’s property with a po¬ 
tential value of up to £168,000. 

One thousand pounds in cash 
was also found which Nunn admit¬ 
ted was from cannabis sales. Police 
also discovered a semi-automatic 
pistol and ammunition in a laundry 
basket. 

Nunn pleaded guilty to producing 
cannabis, possession with intent to 
supply cannabis and possession of 
a firearm - and was jailed for five 
years at Cambridge Crown Court in 
June last year. 

Webb pleaded guilty to produc¬ 
tion of cannabis, possession of a 
firearm (a canister of Pava) and pro¬ 
duction of cannabis. 

He was sentenced to a total of 10 
months suspended for 12 months. 

A police spokeswoman said: “If 
you have any information that re¬ 
lates to the production or supply of 
controlled drugs, you can call 101 
and speak to an officer today or call 
Crimestoppers on 0800 555 111.” 


TRANSPORT

TOTAL Transport - the project 
which is due to be trialled in 
East Cambridgeshire later this 
year - will be the focus of three 
public consultation events 
next week. 

Currently, Cambridgeshire 
County Council has separate 
contracts for different services 
such as home to school trans¬ 
port, social care and commu¬ 
nity transport - these are paid 
on a separate basis and act on 
a standalone basis. 

As previously reported, Total 
Transport aims to change this 
by replacing the existing sys¬ 
tem with a revised network of 
fixed bus routes, largely based 
around school journeys, and a 
new flexible minibus service, 
whilst continuing to support a 
social car scheme. 

The pilot scheme is due to be 
launched in September.

INSPIRATIONAL fundraiser 
Callum Fairhurst has com¬ 
pleted his cycle ride around 
the world - and is expected 
to arrive home in Soham any 
day.

Callum decided to take on 
Challenge 360 to not only see 
more of the world but also to 
raise as much as he could for 
the foundation, and to date, 
he has raised over £21,000. 

His proud parents, Mark 
and Sarah, flew to New York 
to meet him at the finish line. 
A spokesperson for the Liam 
Fairhurst Foundation said: 
“Over the last eight months, 
Callum has crossed over 14 
countries and numerous 
states/provinces/borders. 

“He has averaged 80 miles 


a day, at times lost over two 
stone in weight, battled 
sickness, colds and extreme 
weather and still manages to 
smile and inspire others. 

“He has shown not just the 
physical beauty of the world 
but the beauty of its people, 
people who have opened 
their doors to him, cycled 
with him and help spread 
the word.” 

Callum’s ride started in 
Sydney in July. From there he 
cycled across Australia and 
through New Zealand, Indo¬ 
nesia, Singapore, Malaysia 
and Thailand.

Protection for 
our rare orchids 


COUNCIL chiefs have 
drawn up a new grass mow¬ 
ing schedule for certain ar¬ 
eas of Ely in a bid to protect 
a rare plant. 

East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council’s grass cutters 
recently found a small col¬ 
ony of Bee Orchids, which 
they mowed around for pro¬ 
tection. 

This and other sightings 
were reported to the Ely 
Local Group of the Wildlife 
Trust for Bedfordshire, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Northamp¬ 
tonshire, who completed a 
survey of the area, discover¬ 
ing many more plants in the 
process. 

The colonies of Bee Or¬ 
chids can mainly be found 
along the verges of Ely’s 
Norfolk Road and the pub-

lie open space off Beresford 
Road 

A new mowing pro¬ 
gramme has now been cre¬ 
ated to enhance the protect¬ 
ed plants - which includes 
not mowing certain areas 
until the Bee Orchids have 
flowered and seeded. 

The Bee Orchids will not 
be in flower until around 
June or July, meaning grass 
cutters will be careful to cut 
around them. 

The plants will then be al¬ 
lowed to set seed and com¬ 
plete their reproductive 
cycle before regular mainte¬ 
nance mowing is reinstated. 


The council says signs 
have been erected at the lo¬ 
cations to notify the public 
and, where possible, attrac¬ 
tive paths will be cut around 
the Bee Orchids in order to 
retain public use of these 
areas. 

If residents spot colonies 
of Bee Orchids, or other rare 
plants around the city, they 
can report them to Dr Terry 
Moore on (01353) 664745. 

He will then ask members 
of the local Wildlife Trust 
group and the Ely U3A Bot¬ 
any group to confirm their 
identity before notifying the 
council.

new homes on top of the devel¬ 
opments already planned? 

“It’s effectively building a new 
town within the existing town; 
it’s not right.” 

Hazel Sharp, who lives in the 
town, added: “All we ever hear 
about is more houses. What 
about the new shops, new su¬ 
permarkets and new schools? 

“These huge developments 
can’t keep being built without 
the sufficient infrastructure in 
place to support them.” 

The construction of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council’s 
£37.5 million new education 
and leisure complex in the town 
is currently underway. 

Once complete, the scheme - 
Littleport Academy and the Spe¬ 


cial School Academy - will boast 
an early years school, a primary 
school, a three-storey secondary 
school, a special needs school, 
and a new community leisure 
facility. 

The council says the project is 
on track to open in time for Sep¬ 
tember 2017. 

Although a planning applica¬ 
tion has not yet been submit¬ 
ted, people can have their say 
on the Manor Oak Homes de¬ 
velopment online at manoroak- 
homes.co.uk/grangeln-littleport 
between April 14 and 28.

Who are we 
voting for?

Protect birds, 
always... 

IN reply to " Take care not to ruin 
nests ", Ely News, April 7th. 

IT does not matter if it is a 
Tree Preservation Order or in a 
conservation area. 

As protected trees (TPO ) or 
not, felled lawfully or unlawfully, 
would still have given relevant legal 
protection, afforded to all wild birds 
at nesting time (End of February 
through to August/September). 

Also whether trees are in a 
conservation area or not, again all 
wild nesting birds using those trees 
would also still have been protected. 

If the spokeswoman said: it is the 
responsibility of persons carrying out 
works to ensure that,in the course 
of their activities, they have taken 
appropriate measures to ensure they 
have considered the effect to nesting 
birds and to not undertake works that 
knowingly destroy nests. 

Then in my view, the duty and 
responsibility now lays with the 
council to respond and take action, 
in clarifying if appropriate measures 


were taken and to find out why work 
was scheduled at nesting time? 

You can avoid taking harmful action 
on wild nesting birds, by timing 
the work to be done outside of the 
breeding season, as the developers 
have done on the site where Ely 
leisure Centre will be.

A YOUNG artist and filmmaker is 
exhibiting his work at the prestig¬ 
ious Saatchi Gallery in London. 

Max Openshaw, a former King’s 
Ely student, has been chosen to 
showcase his sculptures and art¬ 
work in the Rolling Stones exhibi¬ 
tion, which opened on April 5. 

The exhibition, called Exhibi¬ 
tionism, is a collection of more 
than 500 artefacts, borrowed from 
the rock and roll band’s archive 
and private collectors, which in¬ 
cludes musical instruments, lyr¬ 
ics, sketches, film clips, outfits, 
posters and album artwork.

B&B plans for 


The Old Hall 


A POPULAR wedding venue 
could soon be able to ac¬ 
commodate more overnight 
guests. 

Plans to enable The Old 
Hall at Stuntney to provide 
bed and breakfast (B&B) 
accommodation have been 
submitted to East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council. 

The proposals, submit¬ 
ted by the Old Hall Partner¬ 
ship, would enable the Mor- 
bey family to provide B&B 
accommodation with 16 
rooms. 

In a statement to the 
council, their agents said: 
“The marquee business has 
operated very successfully 
and 107 weddings and other 
events were held in 2014. 

“This means that it is usu¬ 
al for three or four weddings 
and parties to be staged over 
the period from Thursday to 
Sunday in most spring and 
summer weeks. 

“The ability for brides to 
stay with their close family 
and friends at the property 
before their wedding day is

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also popular; so is the ability 
for guests to stay in The Old 
Hall but this opportunity 
has been limited with only 
five rooms in operation. 

“In 2015, four more rooms 
were created in the cross¬ 
wing. The turnover of the 
business is substantial and it 
has resulted in a significant 
amount of local employ¬ 
ment. 

“The business plan for 
The Old Hall is to provide 
16 letting bedrooms, mostly 
en-suite, with communal 
space for guests to sit and 
relax and to have breakfast. 

“These will accommo¬ 
date 32 guests at the most, 
and these will usually be the 
party of family and closest 
friends. The average attend¬ 
ance at functions in 2015 
has been 73 in the day time 
and 109 in the evenings.”

B&B accommodation will 
benefit other local busi¬ 
nesses. 

They said: “This increased 
number of bedrooms will 
make the venue more at¬ 
tractive to wedding parties 
and help to sustain the cur¬ 
rent high level of business. 

“This benefits The Old 
Hall but also a lot of lo¬ 
cal businesses with hotels, 
pubs, restaurants, taxi firms, 
flower shops and arrangers, 
and other firms all gaining a 
significant amount of busi¬ 
ness. 

“It is considered that the 
considerable economic 
benefits which flow from 
this business to the local 
area are significant. The 
business should be allowed 
to continue at the level it has 
now reached.” 

The decision lies with the 
district council.

GP surgery gets 
‘good’ rating 


A LOCAL care facility and 
GP surgery have both been 
rated as ‘good’ by the Care 
Quality Commission (CQC). 

Under the CQC’s new pro¬ 
gramme of inspections, all 
of England’s GP practices 
and adult social care servic¬ 
es are being given a rating 
according to whether they 
are safe, effective, caring, re¬ 
sponsive and well led. 

The Brambles in Station 
Road, Soham - which pro¬ 
vides accommodation and 
non-nursing care for up to 
four people - has been rated 
as good by inspectors. 

Haddenham GP Surgery, 
which is managed by Dr Jan 
Aniskowicz, has also been 
rated good. 

The GP practice was rated 
as good in all areas. In their 
report, inspectors said there 
was an “open and transpar¬ 
ent approach to safety and 
an effective system in place 
for reporting and recording 
significant events”. 

They added: “Risks to pa¬ 
tients were assessed and 
well managed. Staff assessed 
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patients’ needs and had the 
skills, knowledge and expe¬ 
rience to deliver effective 
care and treatment. 

“Patients said they were 
treated with compassion, 
dignity and respect and they 
were involved in their care 
and decisions about their 
treatment. 

“Patients said they found 
it easy to make an appoint¬ 
ment with a named GP and 
that there was continuity of 
care, with urgent appoint¬ 
ments available the same 
day.” 

They added: “The practice 
had good facilities and was 
well equipped to treat pa¬ 
tients and meet their needs. 
The practice proactively 
sought feedback from staff 
and patients, which it acted 
on.” 

The Brambles, which is 
managed by Anthony Eric 
Barnes, was rated as good 
in all areas apart from the 
‘effective’ element where it 


was judged as ‘requires im¬ 
provement’. 

Inspectors said: “Staff 
were kind and compassion¬ 
ate. They knew people well 
and were aware of their his¬ 
tory, preferences, likes and 
dislikes. People’s privacy 
and dignity were upheld. 

“Staff monitored people’s 
health and welfare needs 
and acted on issues identi¬ 
fied. Staff received the train¬ 
ing they required to meet 
people’s needs and con¬ 
firmed that they felt sup¬ 
ported in their roles. 

“Care plans and risk as¬ 
sessments gave staff the in¬ 
formation they required to 
meet people’s care and sup¬ 
port needs.” 

The CQC said The Bram¬ 
bles needed to act more in 
accordance with the Men¬ 
tal Capacity Act’s Depriva¬ 
tion of Liberty Safeguards 
(DoLS).

Hannah’s ball raises £4k 
to help grant final wishes

A BLACK tie ball has raised more 
than £4,000 for a charity which 
helps to grant wishes to termi¬ 
nally ill patients. 

Hannah Schumann, 27, organ¬ 
ised the Wish Ball at The Brook in 
Soham last month to raise funds 
and awareness for the Ambu¬ 
lance Wish Foundation UK. 

Hannah, who is a paramedic in 
Mildenhall and whose family own 
The Brook, first found out about 
the charity in November. 

The foundation is based on 
a Dutch charity established in 
2007 by ambulance driver Kees 
Veldboer, who visited Bury St Ed¬ 
munds to meet would-be UK vol¬ 
unteers. 

He came up with the idea of the 
charity after an ambulance de¬ 
lay led him to ask cancer patient 
Mario Steffanutto what he would 
like to do while waiting. 

Mr Stefanutto, a former sailor, 
asked to be taken to the Vlaardin- 
gen Canal so that he could say 
one last goodbye to the sea. 

The charity has now expanded 
to the UK and relies on a team 
of volunteer paramedics, nurses 
and doctors to take the patients to 
make their last days special in the 
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comfort of a purposely-adapted 
ambulance with a stretcher. 

The charity currently has to 
provide ambulances from Rotter¬ 
dam to fulfil the wishes of British 
people, which is costly, and the 
team of UK volunteers, of whom 
Hannah is one, are raising funds 
to enable the charity to purchase 
and keep an ambulance in the 
UK. 

Hannah said: “The ball was a 
huge success. We raised £4,575 on 
the night and I’ve also received a 
£250 donation from the Masonic 
Lodge in London. 

“Everyone has been so sup¬ 
portive and I’d like to thank them 
for their generosity. There’s still 
a lot of fundraising and raising 
awareness to do but we seem to 
be making progress and we’re 
now getting UK charity status.

wetland environment and have been used to help 
manage nature reserves across Europe. 

The stallions become frisky at this time of year 
as the mares come into season and many of the 
males bear the scratches and bite marks from bat¬ 
tling for the right to breed. 

Koniks are renowned for their ability to survive 
temperatures as low as minus 14C. 

They rarely stand more than 13 hands high and 
their name means Tittle horse’ in Poland. 

The success of the National Trust Konik pro¬ 
gramme has led to them being introduced to oth¬ 
er reserves including Sandwich Bay in Kent.

Equine machismo captured

YOU might think these dramatic scenes would 
look more fitting on the American prairie than the 
Cambridgeshire Fens. 

The rare Konik stallions squared up to each 
other and boxed with their forelegs at Wicken Fen 
Nature Reserve, near Ely, as they battled it out to 
determine which one was the most dominant. 

The display of equine machismo went on for 
several minutes as the Konik mares and foals 
watched. 

Howard Cooper, a spokesman for the re¬ 
serve, which is owned by the National Trust, 
said: “It’s unusual to see this sort of behav¬ 
iour as it’s not often you see herds in whole 
family groups in the English countryside. 
It’s quite amazing to see ponies like this.” 
“It’s nice to welcome three new foals into 
the herd and hopefully we’ll have a few 
more over the coming weeks.” 

Konik ponies were introduced to Wick¬ 
en Fen in 2001 as part of an extensive 
grazing programme. 

The ponies are helping to create and 
maintain habitats for Wicken’s wide 
range of wildlife, including some of 
Britain’s most endangered species. 
The Konik - a hardy primitive 
breed originating from Eastern 
Europe - was chosen for their

FLORENCE SNEAD found out more. 


L OSING your four-legged friend is every pet 
owner's worst nightmare - but perhaps 
people in Cambridgeshire know this feeling 
more than most. 

That is if new research is anything to go by, 
after the county emerged in the top five for the 
amount of missing dogs reported to a national 
database. 

According to the study, some 7 per 
cent of missing pooches reported to the 
National Missing Pet Register come from 
Cambridgeshire. 

The county came in fifth behind Cheshire 
(15 per cent), Derbyshire (11 per cent), 
Berkshire (9 per cent) and Buckinghamshire 
(also 7 per cent). 

Is there something about Cambridgeshire 
which has led it to rank so highly? Jim 
Rawlinson, veterinary manager of the 
Whittlesford-based Village Vets group, wasn't 
convinced. 

He said: "I can't imagine Cambridgeshire pet 
owners are a lot different from other areas. 

"We do get some missing pets and help 
support the owner but we don't keep a tally on 
how many. 

"There's more places to wander in the 
countryside but an equivalent number of pets 
can go missing in a town as well so I can't say I 
see a trend." 

Rebecca Thorne, clinical director of Hollyoak 
Veterinary Surgery in Impington, said she 
thought Cambridgeshire's high ranking was 
more likely to be down to residents being 
more efficient at reporting when their pets go 
missing. 

She said: "We do see some missing pets and 
usually we take them to Wood Green who are 
really helpful. 

"It seems that people around here aren't 
necessarily losing their dogs more but it's that 
they know they can report it. They know they 
can post things on social media and get their 
dogs found. 

"It's not just people finding stray dogs, it's 
about reporting it. 

"You've got to go by population density 
round here as well and people have quite a 
few pets." 

The findings, published by More Than, came 
after it carried out a separate survey of 1,000 
dog owners and found one in 10 admitted that 
their dog had gone missing in the past. 

While 90 per cent of those dogs were 
found safe and sound, 10 per cent were never 


retrieved. 

But hope is on the horizon for missing 
pooches after a change in the law this week 
saw it become compulsory for pet owners to 
microchip their dogs. 

The Microchipping of Dogs Regulations 2014 
will be enforced by local authorities, the police 
and any other person which the Secretary of 
State may authorise. 

This, in combination, with social media, 
could make the future bright for our furry 
friends who go missing, according to Paolo 
Koch, a vet at Vets4Pets on Cambridge's 
Barnwell Road. 

Mr Koch said he was surprised the county 
had come in quite so highly. 

He said: "I didn't know there were so many 
missing dogs in the area - we have more 
missing cats. 

"Social media is definitely a useful tool if 
your pet goes missing. You see a lot of posts on 
Facebook and people tend to forward them to 
all their friends about the pet being missing." 

Mr Koch he was optimistic that 
microchipping would help reduce the problem 
further. 


MISSING DOG: WHAT TO DO 


EAST Cambridgeshire District Council 
has a dedicated dog warden who can 
help you if you have lost your pooch. 

The dog warden also carries out 
enforcement and educational work 
in the community, such as dealing 
with dog barking complaints and dog 
fouling issues. 

If you have lost your dog, or found a 
stray, call the district council on (01353) 
665555 or visit eastcambs.gov.uk. 

Even if the dog warden has no 
knowledge of your pet, it could also be 
worth calling your local animal shelter 
as someone may have taken it there. 

You can contact Wood Green Animal 
Shelter on 0300 303 9333. 

There are a number of websites that 
can also be used to report missing 
dogs, which include Dog Lost, National 
Pet Register and Animal Search UK.
